WEAPON IN HIS FACE 





Witness Declares He Was 
Kept From Preventing 
Slaying of Annis. 





FLUSHING, L. L., Dec. 2L.—Mrs. Wil- 
lian E. Annis, the widow of the man 
killed by Capt. Peter C. Hains, was 
called to the stand this afternoon at 
the irial of Thornton J. Hains. 

Mrs. Annis was preceded as a witness 
by Charles H. Roberts, a member of the 
Bayside Yacht Club. He accompanied 


Mrs. Annig when she went to the club 
the day of the tragedy. 

“I did not see the Hains brothers be- 
fore the first shot was fired,’’ Roberts 
testified. “I was standing near the 
gangway when I observed Annis’ and 
Hill’s boats coming toward the dock. 
The boats were coming alongside the 
dock when I heard a shot and Mrs. An- 
nis scream, ‘Look out, Will!’ 

“I started across the float toward 
Capt. Hains, who was in a crouching po- 
sition. It as then that Thornton 
Hains stepped in between us, and: point- 
ing a revolver in my face, said: ‘Keep 
off! Keep off, or I will kill you!’ ” 

Palled Aunis From Water. 

“Capt. Hains was about three feet 
from Annis. I stopped when Hains 
pointed the gun in my face and saw 
Annis stagger and fall into the water.. 
I pulled him out of the water. Annis 
was placed on the float. The defend- 
ant was six or seven feet away. After 
the first shot I started across the dock 
and the pistol was then pointed in my 
face and it was held there until 
firing was over.”’ 

After the shooting the Hains brothers | | 
moved over to the other side of the , 
float and Thornten lighted a cigarette 
and the captain lighted a pipe. Capt. | 
Hains opened a card case and handed 
out. a card.” . 

“T said to — Hains, “The army 

ust be proud of officers Mke you,’ 
continued Reberts. “The deferdant said 
he wanted to explain and I told him 
I did not want any éxplanations. 1 
told Thornten Hains ‘Yeu are as guilty 
as-your brether, You prevented us from 
stepping the shooting.’ He replied 
‘What could I do? He is my brother.’ ”’ 

The witness said that Thornton Hains 
took his brother’s wrist as if feeling 
his pulse. 

“T asked the Hains brethers,”” Rob- 
erts testified, “if they wanted to cem- 
mit such crimes why they did not se- 
lect some place where wormen and chil- 
dren would not see it, and Thornten 
replied: “I am as sorry as you are. 
I have been trying te keep him frem 
doing it fer serine time. The defendant 
asked if he could have a drink of water 
and Mr. Sterm remarked, ‘There ig 
plenty of water in the bay.’ 

“Thornton Hains said to me that he 

had saved. my life, that if I had gone 
near his brother I weuld have been 
killed. I said: ‘“That’s a nice way te 
save a man’s life—to point a gun in his 
face and prevent him frem saving a 
man’s life.” ”’ 
“Mrs. Claudia Hains will not be called 
as a witness fer the prosecution,” said 
District Attorney Darrin, today. “She 
has no knewledge of any material facts 
in the case, and there never has beer 
any intention of calling her. She knews 
of no fact that is properly admissable 
in evidence in the case.”’

an killed the child and reelf while 
temporarily insane. 

Fetranged From Father, 

Mrs. Ah Wong's father is said to be 
a wealthy retired Chicago wholegale 
merchant. She had been estranged 
from him ever since her marriage and 
it je reported that a _ reconciliation 
was about to be effected when she 
ended her life. 

The Chicago police have also heard 
that Mrs. Ah Wong feared that she 
had enemies among the Chinese Tongs 
and that she was soon to be visited 
with dire punishment. She is said to 
have confided these fears to her hus- 
band who laughed them away. 


The murder and suicide were ev- 
idently long planned as the woman 
had timed the poisoning of her chil- 
dren to give her just enough time to 
get to the rallroad®tracks as a fast 
Burlington train ssed.

LEAVES TWO LETTERS 


Last Request Was That Friend 
Play “Meditations” on 
Piano. 


Just before she went upstairs to kill 
herself Miss Hilda Wuestenberg, 19 
years old, asked a friend to play ‘‘Medi- 
tations’ by Franz Liszt on the piano in 
the parlor of her boarding house, 300 
Dickson street, “at 9 p. m. Sunday. A 
little later the friend who had played 
for her found a note in the hall in 
front of Miss Wuestenberg’s room tell- 
ing of her intention to commit suicide. 
The friend entered the room and found 
Miss Wuestenberg dying. 

The girl had been to visit an aunt, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hayes of 6330 Isabella 
avenue, Wellston, during the afternoon. 
She returned about 5 p, m. moody and 


with little to say. At the supper tabic 


she said she had no appetite and re- 
fused to eat. 

After supper a party of boarders gath- 
ered in the parlor. Mrs. Laura Sanders 
played the piano and several men and 
women sang. Miss Wuestenberg sat 
apart from the rest, silent and taking 
no part in their music and mirth. 

Found Letter in Hall, 

The whole party felt dispirited after 
that, and it was not long before Mrs 
Sanders left the piano and started to 
her own room. She saw what she 
thought was a _ietter accidentally 
dropped in the hall. She picked it up 
and found it to be addressed to her- 
self. It was a note from Miss Wues- 
tenberg, telling her ‘“‘not to worry,” and 
not to send the body to the Morgue. 

Mrs. Sanders rushed into her friend’s 
room and found the pretty girl stretched 
across the bed, her Hps burned by an 
ounce and a half of carbolic acid she 
had swallowed. A physician wads called, 
but Miss Wuestenberg was dead when 
he got there. 

Here is the note placed in the hall: 

“Mrs. L. Sanders: 

“Don’t worry over me. Just send 
me home to Aunt Lizzie, and she can 
theh see that I get to my mother. 
Don’t take me to the Morgue. Tell 
auntie to let papa know, and I guess 
he will do the rest. Please, Mrs. 
Sanders, seé that everything is at- 
tended to as I have it written out 
under the pillow. If they send mie 
home, see that I am sent just as I 
am dressed. Please leave the rings 
on my fingers and the chain around 
my neck. This is all I have to say, 
so good-by to all for the last. time. 
I hope they will be good, too, and 
not say I am crazy or (note is blark 
here) the matter with me as the rea- 
son I do this. But I hope some day 
they will find out all I know, and 
find out the truth of it. Lovingly,

Another Note te Her Mother. 
Another note was addressed to her 


mother. It read: 

“Dear Mother: Good-by to you alli, 
as I will soon end my misery. Tell 
my old schoolmates good-by fof me. 
I am sorry that I do this, but I think 
it is for the best for both of us. Give 
my love to everybody. Your daugh- 
ter, “HILDA.” 
Miss Wuestenberg was a seamstress 

employed by a sporting goods house. 
where she made baseball uniforms. She 
had been home on a visit about five 
weeks ago and had been able to work 
ouly three weeks since her return. The 
last two weeks she had been confined 
to her home by bronchial trouble. 

As far ag I know, she had no sweet- 
heart,” said Mrs. Mary Donman, whe 
conducts the boarding house where Miss 
Wuestenberg lived. “she had no young 
man caller all the time she was here, 
more than a year, except once, when 
the flance of a girl friend of hers from 
Eldridge, who was in St. Louis, came 
Out to see her.”’ 

Mrs. Hayes was notified and a tele- 
gram was sent to the father at El- 
dridge. The body was left at the Don- 
man home. Miss Wuestenberg’s wishes, 
as expressed in her notes, will be car- 
ried out in every particular.
